Last week five cars of salt 
brought down from the refinery re- 
cently established at Ft. McMurray. 
Nine cars of fish also came in, mak- 
ing 48 cars shipped from the lakes 
served by the A. and G. W. line since 
the middle of last The re 
sources of that section of the provinee 
are being brought into use, if not as 
rapidly as could be wished, The fur 
trade of course is older than Edmon- 
ton, and the original cause of a trading 
post being located there. For many 
years a large sawmill in Edmonton has 
drawn its log supply from limits tap- 
ped by the A. and G. W. The exports 
of fish from the northern lakes is a 
well established business, one that 
makes a large item in the trade total 
for this district, and has done so for 
#& number of years, 

The establishment of the salt refin- 
ery marks the beginning of an indus- 
try which must grow with-the popula- 
tion of the whole prairie country and 
reach yery large proportions eventual- 
ly. <As yet very little of the famous 
Athabasea asphalt is brought out. But 
the deposits are practically inexhaust- 
ible, the need for surfacing material 
for streets ond roads throughout the 
prairie provinces is large and increas- 
ing, and with a return of more pros- 
perous times it will not be surprising 
if the railway handles more tar sand 
than any other commodity. tes 
doubtful if such a deposit, situated 
three hundred miles from any other 
city in Canada would so long have lain 
unused.

Winter-feeding Stock Turkeys 


Light Feed of Scratch Grain in the 
Morning and Full Feed at Night 
There is danger of turkeys kept for 
stock becoming too fat in winter from 
being overfed, Dependence, says 
Mr. Geo. Robertson, assistant Domin- 
jon poultry husbandinan, should be 
placed largely on alfalfa or clover hay 
and scratch grain. The last men- 
tioned should be fed sparingly and al- 
ways in a deep litter so that the birds 
will have to work for all they eat. 
Grit, oyster shell and either water or 
snow should be continuously available. 
As the time that eggs are wanted ap- 


proaches, the rations can be gradualiy | 


increased until they are similar to that 
recommended for ordinary fowl. Re- 
garding the latter, Mr, Robertson, in 
his bulletin on “Poultry Feeds and 
Weeding,” which can be had at no cost 
on application to the publications 
branch, Ottawa, advises that breeders 
should be fed a varied non-stimulating 
ration that bulk may be added to the 
mash by the addition of alfalfa meal 
to the mixture, and that a light feed of 
scratch grain be fed in the morning 
and a full feed at night. As breeding 
time approaches a little raw liver is 
added to the ration. An occasional 
feed of cod liver oil will do no harm 
to the laying birds. feed tn 
variety is a necessity.

Sacrifice Of Mother Giraffe 
Kills Helpless Young One to Save It 
From Hunters 
Lieutenant Girard, who returned 
recently to Paris from Central Af. 
rica with a consignment of animals 
for the Jardin des Plantes, told how 
he had seen a mother giraffe kill her 
young one to prevent it falling into 
the hands of the hunters, says La Bul- 
garle, as translated for the Kansas 

City Star. 

The lieutenant had surprised a herd 
of giraffes in a clearing near a sudan- 
ese village, and the animals had taken 
flight, leaving one baby giraffe peace- 
fully grazing. For a mother giraffe 
to abandon her young is extremely 
unusual, and this was evidently a bit 
of carelessness on the mother's part, 
for the latter suddenly burst from the 
surrounding undergrowth and dashed 
back to retrieve her child. 

She seized the little giraffe by the 
neck just above the shoulders and 
started off, holding it at the full 
stretch of her long neck. The leu- 
tenant’s negro attendant gould not 
resist the tempetation to fire, and the 
mother giraffe fell with her burden, 
mortally wounded. As the hunters drew 
near, however, the dying animal strug- 
gled to its feet, seized the baby by the 
throat, swung it several times in the 
alr like a sling and released it.

|yleld of cured alfalfa hay for all Can- 
jada in ten years has been 2% tons 
|per acre; because its palatability and 
feeding value as’ hay is equa,l if not 
superior, to any other crop; because It 
jearries a very high percentage of pro- 
| tein; because it can advantageously be 
used as silage or cut green as a soll- 
ing crop; because it can be ground 
inta a meal offexcellent feeding value; 
because it makes an excellent pasture 
if pastured Thtelligently;. because tho 
|deep-root system of alfalfa, besides 
‘extracting plant food from the subsoil 
also opens up the subsoil; because de- 
{eaying alfalfa roots, stems and leaves 
enrich the soll. 

For the growth of alfalfa select a 
| well draine! fleld; seed on land that is 
in good fertility; do not seed on acid 
soil, soil on much of Eastern Canada

grown seed, Grimm and Ontario yarle- 
ties are the most available; see that 
the land Is as free as possible’ from
